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"PF PON becoming poſſeſſed of a ſmall patrimonial landed Eſtate, lying at a conſiderable 
Diſtance from my ordinary Place of Reſidence, I made no Delay in going to view it, and 
took an Account from my own perſonal Inſpection, of the Farms, Tenements, and 
their Rents reſpectively. Being ſoon called away, I appointed a Steward to act for me, 
and purpoſed to view the Eſtate once in a Year, or at leaſt within that Term, conſtantly to 
meet my Steward, and ſettle his Accounts ;--Determining in my own Mind to be ſtrictly attentive 
to the Management of a Property, which, though it was not large, I owed to the Care and 
Bounty of my Forefathers. | 


The particular Detail of my own Reſolutions and Conduct, I purpoſely give, in order, if it 
ſhall come before any landed Gentleman, that he may, if he pleaſes, compare it with what hath 
happened to himſelf in ſimilar Caſes, though of greater Extent.— Buſineſs, and various Accidents, 
frequently prevented the intended annual Viſits to my Eſtate : And from the ſame Cauſes, the 
Meetings with my Steward were had at uncertain Intervals, and in much Hurry.---As I had not 
formed any'Plan for arranging his Accounts, the Method he took was to prepare them in a thin 
Folio Book ; In which he firſt entered the Receipts of all Kinds promiſcuouſly, according to the 
Order of Time in which they happened ; and, oppoſite thereto, inſerted the Payments in the ſame 
promiſcuous Manner. _ 


This Method, though perhaps as diſtin as the Method purſued by many Stewards, did not 
afford me a ſuccinct State of the groſs and net Receipts, or of the various Drsburſements, from 
each Branch of the Eſtate: All the Articles of Receipt and Payment, though exactly ſtated in 


their Dates, and Amounts, being mixed together without Diſtinction.--It occured alſo to me, 


at ſuch Meetings with my Steward, that the Arrear of each Tenant ought to be adjuſted with great 
Caution ; And required, previouſly to ſuch Adjuſtment, a Search into one or more antecedent 
Accounts, in order to aſcertain the continued Payments of Rent; which Search, not being facili- 
tated by any preparatory State of ſuch Arrears, was declined by me at ſome Meetings with my 


Steward, from Fatigue and Indiſpoſition to Buſineſs, eſpecially as I conſtantly purpoſed to meet 


him again ſoon; And at other Meetings, this Search could not be made for Want of the neceſſary 
antecedent Accounts, which, through Omiſſions of my own, were not always at hand. In theſe 
Caſes, I took what Money he brought, giving him a Receipt for it, without ſettling the Ac- 
count ;--Forl was ſufficiently ſenſible, that it concerned me, before I figned any Account as ſettled, 
to be fully ſatisfied that no Arrears were omitted therein; or, in other Warm, that no Tenant was 
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; | . 
brought forwarder in his Payments than was juſt ; In which Point, Landlords are moſt liable to 
ſuffer by fraudulent or careleſs Stewards. = | | 


The Sums I received at ſuch Times from my Steward appeared to me to be Jeſs than ſhould 
have been collected, if the Tenants were kept from running into impropet Arrears ; The Small- 
nels of my Eſtate, perhaps, making me feel more ſenſibly ny Diminution of what it ſeemed 
capable of yielding: However, this reſulted on my Part in Diſſatisfaction, and Suſpicion of 
his Negligence ; From which he defended himſelf by Complaints of the Backwardneſs of the 
Tenants, and of the Delays, not by his Fault, in the ſettling of the Accounts Whereby, as he 


| urged, the true State of Things was not ſuffered to appar, 


All the While, if it had been demanded of me, what was the _ Receipt of my Eſtate 
ſome Years paſt? What was the annual Amount of Repairs, public Taxes, and of the net Receip, 
. ely? What was the Arrear of any ane Tenant, and the Amount of the en all the 

enants at any Period? I was incapable of anſwering any of theſe Queſtions. . 


The Reflections in my own Breaſt, whieh ſucceeded theſe curſory Meetings with my Steward, 
gave me the greateſt Uneaſineſs. Having kept only ſeparate ſcattered Memorandums of ſundry. 
Sums I had received in this looſe Manner, I did not certainly know what the whole amounted to; 
And frequently formed to myſelf perplexed Conjectures concerning what was really due to me upon 
the Balance of the Account. But Gueſſes of this Sort only added to my Anxiety, as I ſaw it was 
impoſſible to clear the Matter by other Means than a ſtrict Examination of all the unſettled Ac- 
counts; To which, by Degrees, I had raiſed an Abhorrence in my own Breaſt ; And this recoil- 
ing again, ſeverely reproached me for having continued ſo long in Ignorance of the State of 


my Patrimony, which I had pretended to pique myſelf upon being attentive to, when it firſt 
came under my Management. 


This was the Preſſure upon my Mind, when any Thoughts concerning my Eſtate intruded 
themſelves upon me: And however exaggerated or romantic the Deſcription may ſeem to be, 
it is a Sketch, which perhaps will be allowed by the landed Gentlemen of this Iſland to belong to 
real Life.--With them] leave it. At length, thoroughly ſtung with Shame for my Negligence, and 
with the Reproaches of my own Mind, I reſolved to relieve myſelf, whatever F atigue it ſhould 


coſt me, from ſo ridiculous a Diſtreſs. 


In Purſuit of this Reſolution, it ſeemed to me the moſt maſterly Courſe, to endeavour to form 
a general Method for keeping the Accounts of a landed Eſtate ; wherein all the Articles requiſite 
to be known by the Landlord, ſhould diſtinctly appear in one View; And then to adjuſt thereby 
my own Accounts, as a particular Example of ſuch Method. | 


To this End I conceived a Steward to attend his 2 in order to lay before him the Ac- 
counts of his Eſtate; And conſidered what Articles, on this Occaſion,. were praper to be 
known by the Landlord, for enabling him accurately to adjuſt and ſettle theſe Accounts, and 
to diſcern the Punctuality or Remiſſneſs of the ſeveral Tenants, and the F rugality and Extrava- 


gance of the various Diſburſements.

Theſe Articles appeared to me to be, the ſeveral Branches of the Eſtate, with their Rents or 
Produces, and the Tenants or Agents, to each Branch reſpeCtively ; The Arrears at the Commence- 
ment of the Account, and the Perſons from whom they were ſeverally due ; The groſs Recerpts, 
the Disburſements, the net Receipts ; and laſtly, The Arrears left outſtanding in the Hands of 
the ſeveral Tenants and Agents, at the Ching of the Account: All which, it ſeemed to me, 
ought to ſtand ſo arranged and diſtinguiſhed in ſeparate Columns, that the Landlord ſhould, at 
once, be Maſter of the whole, and enabled to examine, and compare all the different Articles 


with the greateſt Facility. 


It ſeemed al o requiſite, for the Eaſe and Satisfaction of the Landlord, and as an Excellence pro- 
per to the Method propoſed, that the ſeveral pecuniary Articles ſhould be inſerted in ſuch a 
Manner, on oppoſite Sides, that they might exactly balance each other, and pas br the Recti- 
tude of the whole Account ſtand in one View evidently demonſtrated. | 
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5 INTRODUGCT i o N. in 
After turning the Subject in my Mind in a offfic Variety of Shapes, I found that the Accounts 
of a landed Eſtate could be included in one Scheme, by the Contraction of the Principal Articles ; 
But it appeared to me moſt eligible, firſt to introduce an EnTxy-Book, containing a State of the 
Steward's Receipts and Payments on the ſeveral Branches, with all the Circumſtances of Times, 
Perſons, and Occafions, relative to ſuch Receipts and Payments, inſerted at Length, without 
Contraction; And then to erect an ABsTRACT, wherein the Dates, and other circumſtantial 
Incidents of theſe Articles being omitted, the Arrears of Rent at the Commencement, and End 
of the Period, and the pecuniary Amounts of the Receipts, and Payments, might be diſtinctly arranged 
oppoſite to each other, ſo as to form a complete Charge and Diſcharge upon the whole Eſtate. 


It ſeemed alſo deſireable, if it could be accompliſhed, that not only Farms of fixed Rent ſhould 
be contained in theſE Models, but alſo other Articles of uncertain Produce, in order that all the 
Branches of Income, however different, belonging to one Gentleman, and conſtituting his Eſtate, 
might ſtand together i in an wniform Manner, in the ſame Account. 


Having accordingly conſtructed upon this Idea the Models of an ExTRVY- Book, and ABSTRACT, 
L applied them to my own Eſtate, and adjuſted upon this Plan the outſtanding Accounts with my 
Steward ; Upon theReſult of which it clearly appeared, that I had received from him a greaterSum 
than I imagined : At the ſame Time, the Balance in his Hands due to me was found to be larger 
than he had inſiſted, and his ſiniſter Management in ſome Branches ſtood too plainly confeſſed. 


| Theſe Movets, whoſe Utility I have thus experienced, I reſpeAfully fobmit to the LANDED 
GENTLEMEN of Britain and Ireland; Whoſe Eſtates, if the Accounts of them could be kept with 
Eaſe, would acquire new Value, and the Inſpection into them become a Delight. And however 
ineffectual what is here offered may be found to be, I flatter myſelf that the Attempt will be of 
ſome Uſe, towards ſhewing the Importance of eſtabliſhing a right Plan for this Purpoſe ; From 


whence other Gentlemen, of greater Abilities and Experience, may be excited to form better 
_ contrived Models. 


In order to exemplify theſe Models, I have delivered, as an Inſtance, a fictitious Account of the 
Eſtate of HN RV SEYMouR Eſq according to the promiſcuous Method of my Steward; In which 
Eſtate a greater Variety of Circumſtances, than landed Eſtates are generally liableto, is particularly 
inſerted : All the Articles of which Account, ſome of which are naturally involved and entan- 
gled, are afterwards transferred into an ENTRy-Book and ABSTRACT, according to the propoſed 
Plan, and ſtand there arranged in diſtinct Claſſes; Whereby a Compariſon may eaſily be made, be- 
tween an undigeſted Method of keeping landed Accounts, and the Method propoſed in theſe Models. 


However, I muſt beg Leave to obſerve, that I am far from ſuppoſing there are no better Me- 
thods in Practice for keeping landed Accounts, than the common Method purſued by my own 
Steward. Intelligent Landed GENTLEMEN, and ſkilful Aupiroxs of Eſtates, have undoubtedly 
formed tothemſelves convenient diſtinct Plans for keeping ſuch Accounts. At the ſame Time, 
I hope it may gratify the Curioſity of theſe Gentlemen, to compare their own Plans with that 
which is here offered, as the Reſult of an attentive Inquiry into this Subject.

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EXPLANATION 


OF THE 


ENTRY BOOK 


HE Account of a landed Eſtate, under the Form of an ar Boox here offered, may 
commence at any Part of the Year, and continue for any Length of Time. In 
this Account the Point of Commencement is placed at Lady-Day, becauſe Tenants 
moſt uſually enter upon Farms at that Seaſon of the Year ; And Gentlemen of the greateſt 
landed Eſtates, who are called by parliamentary or other Buſineſs to London in the Winter, ge- 
nerally return between Lady-Day and Midſummer to the Country ; So that the Qyarter-Day next 
preceding their Return, ſeems to be that Point to which their landed Accounts may moſt conve- 
niently be brought down, and conſequently the Point from whence every ſuch new Account ſhould 
commence.——But if any Gentleman hath a regular Call to his Eſtate at another Seaſon of the 
Year, the Qyarter-Day next preceding ſuch Seaſon, will be the proper Point for the Termina- 
tion, and conſequently for the Commencement of his landed Account. 


The Phraſe during this Period, which frequently occurs in this Ex TRV Book, ſignifies the 
Extent of the Account, which runs from Lady-Day 1758 excluſive, to Lady-Dav 17 59 inclu- 


ſive, as is ſpecified at length in the Title ; And, in general, the Extent of every landed Account 


ought not to exceed the Limits of one Tar. For Eſtates at Rack-Rent, that is, held at the full 
yearly Value without Fine, are frequently ſet for no longer Term.—Alterations of the Tenants 
in ſuch Eſtates are therefore liable to happen at the Expiration of every Year ; As they are alſo 


in other Eſtates, though not ſo often, by Deaths, Terminations of Leaſes, and other Accidents ; 
Which Circumſtances ought, at leaſt, once in every Year to be carefully examined by the 


LanpLorp.—If it happens, however, that a landed Gentleman is prevented by Buſineſs, or 
other Cauſes, from annually viſiting his Eſtate, he may appoint his Steward to attend upon 
him on a Day fixed in every Year, and facredly reſerve ſuch Day for examining his landed Ac- 
counts; And in all Caſes, whether ſuch Examination be made by the Landlord, or not, it behoves 
him to determine upon a regular annual Period, and to order his STEWARDs conſtantly to com- 
plete, and deliver up their Accounts at the End of that Period; Otherwiſe he will give too 
great Temptation to Careleſsneſs and Miſconduct in his Stewards and Tenants; And, inſtead of 
avoiding Fatigue and Embarraſsment, will render his Eſtate a dark troubled Scene in his on 


Mind, from ſuch Neglect. 


The two firſt Columns of the ExrTRVY Book exhibit a Rental of the Eſtate, that is, a Lai 
of all the Branches, with the reſpective Tenants or Agents, and the groſs Income of each 


Branch, during this Period.—This Rental being the Foundation of the whole Account, and the 


Rule by which the Sums received from the ſeveral Tenants and Agents are to be meaſured, is 


therefore firſt delivered for the previous Inſpection of the LanpLoRD, before he enters upon any 


of the Articles of Receipt and Payment. 
The Branches comprehended in this Rental are of two Sorts, ſuch as yield a fixed Rent, 


as Farms and Tenements ; And ſuch as afford an uncertain or caſual Produce, as Woods, | 


Tythes, and Coal-Works ; In the Branches of entire fixed Rent, their groſs Income is readily 


ſtated, as it exactly coincides with their groſs Rent in the ſame Period. But in 


Branches of caſual Produce, where Part of ſuch Produce remains unſold at the End of the 


Period, their grefs Income can only be affigned by a fair Yaluation ;—Accordingly, in ſuch 
Caſes, 
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Caſes, the whole Produce of the Branch, in this Period, is here ſtated ; And the Price of the 
Part thereof which hath been 0/4, being added to the Price of the Part thereof remaining unſold 
at the End of the Period; upon a fair Valuation thereof then made by the STzwarp, or 
AcGenT, their joint Sum is here delivered as the total groſs Incame. By which Method, the 
Branches both of fixed Rent and caſual Produce, which would otherwiſe fall into ſeparate Claſſes, 


are here aſcertained in the ſame uniform Manner. 


The Cnaroz upon the STzWARD is next ſtated : This conſiſts of the Sums received by him from 
the ſeveral Branches during this Period, and of the Balance, if any, due from him, at the Set- 
tlement of the laſt Account. | 


The Sum received are inſerted in the following Manner ;—Oppoſite to the ſeveral Branches in 


the Rental, the ſame Branches afe again entered in the adjoining Column ; Under each of 
which the Arrears of Rent, or of Stock due from the Tenants, or Agents of ſuch Branch at the 
End of the laſt Period, and any additional Stock introduced during this Period, are firſt inſerted ; 
In order that the juſt Sequence of the ſeveral Receipts in this Period may be clearly diſcerned.— 


After theſe Arrears, the Sums received by the Steward, either for ſuch Arrears, or for current Rent 
or Produce from the Tenants or Agents of ſuch Branch during this Period, with the Circumſtances 


of Times and Occafions on which received, are diſtinctly entered, without Contraction; and the 
Amount of ſuch Sums is charged to the Steward in an exterior: pecuniary Column, : 


The Balance due from the STzwaARD to the LANDLORD at the Settlement of the laſt 


is afterwards ſtated, and completes the Charge.—This, for Brevity, is here called the STEzward's 


laft Balance; And, in the ſame Manner, the Balance due from the STEwar at the Cloſing of 
the preſent Account, is called the STEwARD's preſent Balance. | 


The Discnaxe conſiſts of the Di«burſments, Payments to the LANDLORD, and STzwaARD's 


The Disburſments from each Branch, are entered oppoſite to the Receipts from it, with ſuch 
Branch in the fame Manner prefixed to the Entries ; In which the Circumſtances of Times, 
Perſons, and Occaſions, relative to each Dr:burſment, are minutely inſerted, for full Informati 
to the LanpLoRD. 


The Payments or Remittances to the LanpLokD, are entered after the Disburſments, with- 
out Contraction; And laſtly, the STEwAaRD's preſent Balance is inſerted, which completes the 
Diſcharge ;—This Balance being carried to the LanDLorD's Credit in the next Account, is 
therefore juſtly annexed in this to the Payments ; Whereby the Convenience is alſo derived of 
cloſing the preſent Account, which would otherwiſe lie open, till this Balance was diſcharged 


Tt is to be remarked, in the entering of every Receipt or Payment, that the Time to whicl 
ſuch Receipt or Payment was due, is inſerted in Figures. Thus, inſtead of entering a Sum re- 
ceived, as due to Lady Day laſt, or to Michaelmas laſt, it is inſerted as due to Lady-Day 1758, 
or to Michaelmas 1758; The Precifion of the Figures, ſaving the Trouble of recurring to the 
Date of the Receipt, or Diſburſment, and keeping more diſtinctly in view the Time limited. 


The groſs Receipts in this EnTxy Book being inſerted together on one Side, and the Diuburſ- 
ments on the other, the Amounts of both appear in their full juſt Extent Whereas, in the 


| STEwARD's ACcounT before delivered, ſeveral Disburſments are entered on the Cu ARO Side, 


under the Receipts, and there deducted from ſuch Receipts; Whereby the Receipts and Dis- 
burſments are both diminiſhed, as hath been already remarked, beneath their rea Amounts From 
whence the Totals on both Sides in that Account muſt neceſſarily be leſs, than in this ENTRY

Alterations of Rent are alſo liable to happen within the Period ;—An Inſtance of which appears 


in the foregoing Example on the GRANGE FARM, wherein the Widow WaTeRs having 


ſucceeded to her Husband, as Tenant on this Farm, is made ſubject to an additional Rent ; Pay- 
ing for the three laſt Quarters of this Year, for which ſhe is Tenant, 79/. 105. being after the 
Rate of 102/. per Annum, inſtead of the Rate of 92 J. per Annum, paid by her Husband.

14 HE ABSTRACT exhibits a ſuccinct State of all the Branches in the Period given. 
The Dates, and other contingent Circumſtances of the Receipts and Payments, which 
are delivered at length in the ENTRY Book, are here omitted ; And, inſtead thereof, 
a greater Variety of pecuniary Columns are inſerted under proper Heads. — In the EnTxy 
Book likewiſe, the CHARGE and DISCHARGE are formed only upon the STEwaRD, for the 
Sums by him received and paid during the Period given, including his laſt and preſent Balances, 
or Arrears; Wherein is to be obſerved, that theſe Sums received and paid by the Steward, may 
be a greater or leſſer Share of the Produce of the Eſtate, according to the leſſer or greater Re- 
miſſneſs of the Tenants ; And that the Steward's laſt and preſent Arrears, or Balances, are 
alſo not governed by ſuch Produce, as they will generally be greater or leſſer according to the 
Indulgence of the LanpLorD ;—So that the CHARGE and DiscHARGE of the STEwaRrD in 
the ExTRy Book, though neceſſary to be well examined by the LanpLos, are far from ex- 
hibiting a complete View of the Eſtate. It is from hence that a further Account, called an 
ABSTRACT, is here conſtructed; Wherein all the Sums demandable from, and paid by, the 
« ſeveral BRAxchES of the Eſtate, during this Period, including alſo the Arrears in the Hands 
of the reſpective Tenants, or Agents, at the Commencement and End of the ſaid Period, are 


fully and diſtinctly ſtated. 


This ABSTRACT, as well as the ExTRVY Book, delivers in the Front a Liſt of all the Branches 
of the Eſtate, and of the ſeveral Tenants or Agents, together with the 6Ro0ss Income from 
fixed Rent, and caſual Produce, of each Branch reſpectively.—Oppoſite to which, in the next 
Column, is alſo arranged the 6Ross RECE r from ſuch Branch during this Period, together with 
the Perſons from whom received ; Whereby the groſs Income, and groſs Receipt, during the Pe- 
riod given, may be readily compared And the Punctuality, or Remiſſneſs in Payment of the 
ſeveral Tenants or Agents, be eaſily diſcerned by the LanDLoRD. | 


The Column intitled Obſervations, is propoſed to contain ſhort Heads of the Duration and 
Conditions of the ſeveral Tenures, and of the Obligations on the LanpLorp and Tenants 


reſpectively, as far as the ſmall Space here allowed will permit. 


The CnaRct and DISCHARGE wholly poſſeſs the right-hand Side of the ABsTRAcT ;—And 
here it is proper to be remarked, that a Difficulty occurs upon this Point in landed Accounts, 
ariſing from two Perſons ſtanding accountable to the LanpLoRD ; For the TEenANT is firſt ac- 
countable for Arrears and Rents ; From which he diſcharges himſelf, in part, by Payments to 
the STEWARD, who thereby becomes accountable in his place for theſe Payments; And at the 


ſame Time the TENANT continues anſwerable for the Arrears.

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The Sri vais ind Tawanfs off landed Eſtates being thus feverally reſponſible for different, 


Articles, it ſeems owing to this Diviſion that the Accounts of ſuch 


Eſtates have been fo iraper- 


fect: For Stewardg, conſidering themſelves to be no further@countable than for their own Re- 


ceipts and Payments, have been only attentive to deliver a State of theſe to the Landlord ; Who 
thereby ſees no more than one Part of the Account of his Eſtate; The Arrears, in the Hands of 
the Tenants, being generally omitted to be duly ſtated; So that, though the Cnarce and 
Discuarce of the STEWARD are laid before him, the CtarGe and Discxarce of the Ta- 
NANTs do not clearly appear; Although both together conſtitute the whole Account of the 


A CHARGE and DISCHARGE having, therefore, been already made in the Exrav Boox upon 
the STEWARD, are alſo requiſite to be formed upon the ſeveral TENANTS; But as the ſtating 
of ſuch Charge and Diſcharge of the Steward and Tenants reſpectively, in two ſeparate Ac- 
counts, would exhibit two disjoined Views, it ed deſirable, that a Scheme ſhould be fixed 
ö e Charge and Diſcharge upon both the Steward 
and Tenants in one Account, which ſhould therefate comprehend not only the Receipts and 


Payments, but alſo the commencing and remaining Arrears upon every Branch of the Eſtate. 


This it was perceived could be done, by forming the Charge and Diſchatge upon each 
BrAncn, which may be ſuppoſed to be accountable for its Arrears at the Commencement of 
the Period, and alſo for any additional Stock received within it, together with its groſs Income, 
and the Aid, if any, received from other Branches. And to diſcharge itſelf by Diſburſments, 
nel Receipts paid to the Steward; and by the remaining Arrears lodged with the Tenants 
Upon which Prigciple, the Charge and Diſcharge in this ABsTRACT are conſtructed. 


on the Charge Side the Arrearifts, which ſtand in the firſt Column, are the Perſons from 
whom Arrears are due at the Commencement of this Period. 


The 4&rrears in the ſecond Column, being ſuch as are due at the Commencement of the Period, 
which. are frequently called, for Brevity, the commencing Arrears, are of two Sorts, that is, 
Arrears of Rent, and Arrears of Stock, accordingly as they belong to Branches of fixed Income, or 
of caſual Produce :—In both Caſes they are placed oppoſite to the Names of the ſeveral A 
reariſis from whom they are reſpectively due.—And any additional Stock, which, in the Courſe 
of the Period, may ſometimes be received by a productive Branch, is alſo placed in the ſame 
Column with theſe Arrears, oppoſite to the Perſon accountable for it ; Such Stock being as diſ- 
tin& from the Income in the Period, as theſe Arrears, and only different from them in the Time 
of its Introduction.—Theſe Arrears, and additional Stock, are bath readily taken from the Ex-

Upon the firſt forming an ABSTRACT of this Sort for a landed Eſtate, it will be requiſite

The groſs Incomes in the Period, ſtated in the third Column, are demandable; not from the 
Arreariſts, but from the ſeveral Tenants or Agents, of the reſpective Branches during this Pe- 
riod, whoſe Names are inſerted in the Rental; Whereby it may happen from the Alteration of 
Tenants, that the Arrears may be due from one Liſt, and the Þ:comes in the Period from a diffe- 
rent Liſt of Perſons. 


The Aids received in the fourth Column, are the Sums furniſhed, not for additional 
Stock to productive Branches, but for neceſſary Supplies to fuch as are defechive. In- 
ſtances of which muſt always happen, when the groſs Receipts from any Branches 
fall ſhort of their Disburſments ; In which Caſe the Deficiencies muſt be ſupplied from

other Branches. — This Deficiency in any Branch, or the Exc of its Disburſments 
beyond its groſs Receipt, during this Period, is the Amount of the Aid given to ſuch Branch; 
Which is eaſily taken from the foregoing ENTRY Book ; In which the groſs Receipts and 
Diſburſments from each Branch, ſtanding ſeparately aggregated at the Foot thereof, are readily 
compared.—An Inſtance of this Sort, in the preſent Abſtract, appears in A/on's Mill, where the 
Repairs and other Disburſments exceed the groſs Receipt during this Period, by 20 J. which 
Sum is conſequently the Amount of the Aid received. Another Inſtance ariſes in Weſter- 
ton Hall, the Manſion-Houſe, whereon the Disburſments for Taxes, and other Expences, amount 
to 55 J. 75. 6d. beyond the Receipt from it, which Exceſs muſt therefore he ſupplied from 
other Branches. This Article of Charge is continually liable to happen, both upon Branches 
of fixed Rent, and of caſual Produce, by extraordinary Disburſments for .new Buildings, or 
other Expences, beyond their groſs Receipts ; In which Caſe ſuch defeftive Branches are juſtly 
accountable, not only for their Arrears, and current Incomes, but alſo for the Aids received 

from other Branches of the Eſtate during this Period, | 


On the Diſcharge Side, the Taxes are ſtated in the firſt Column ; Theſe, however, are ſuch 
only as the Landlord is liable to, and are therefore Payments for his Uſe. Accordingly the | 
Land-Tax for all the Branches is here inſerted, except for the Priory Farm, on which this Tax, 
by particular Agreement, is paid by the Tenant ;—Beſides which, the Yindow-Tax; and alſo the 
parochial Aſſeſsments upon Weſtertsn Hall, and Muſgrave Hill, reſting in the Hands of the 
Landlord, are inſerted in this Column. | | 


The ſecond Column, intitled the Repazrrs, &c. comprehends ſuch Sums expended for theſe and | 
other Burthens on the ſeveral Branches, as are to be allowed by the Landlord ; Theſe. Re- 
pairs, together with the Taxes in the foregoing Column, conſtitute the Diſburſments. 


The net Receipts paid to the Steward, form the third Column of the Diſcharge.——But 
it is to be obſerved, that a ſeeming Paradox here occurs, which is, that the Total of the 
ſeveral net Receipts from all the Branches, is greater than the net Receipt upon the Whole; It 
is caſy to perceive, that this could not be the Caſe, if the Branches were all prouuctive, or barely 
neutral, that is, ſuch as defrayed their own Expences ; But ſeveral of the Branches being defe&ive, 
theſe, by requiring Aid for their ſupport, bring a Diminution upon the productive Branches yo 
And therefore, though the Amount of the net Receipt from each productive Branch is here juſtly 
exhibited, yet it is to be conſidered, that theſe Receipts are burthened with the Aids given to the 
defective Branches..-lIf, therefore, the Amount of theſe Aids given, or, in other Terms, of the 
Deficiencies ſupplied, be deducted from the Total of the net Receipts, the Remainder will be the 


net Receipt reſulting from the whole Eſtate. 


The Arrears at the End of this Period, or, in briefer Terms, the remaining Arrears, conſtitute 
the lait Head of the Diſcharge ;—Thele reſt in the Hands of the reſpective Arreari/ts, inſerted 
oppoſite thereto in the laſt Column; And being due from theſe Arreari/ts to the LanpLog, 
and carried to his Credit in the next Account, are juſtly to be allowed here in Diſcharge of the

The foregoing Propoſition conſtitutes the CHARGE and Disch ARGE upon every Branch in 
this Abſtract If additional Stock, or Aid, be received by any Branch, it is here comprehended 
in the Charge thereon —If neither be received, the Charge then conſiſts of the commencing Ar- 
rears and groſs Income ;—And in the ſame Manner, if there be no net Receipt, the Diſcharge will 
be formed of the Diſburſments and remaining Arrears ; So that on eyery Branch, the total Charge,

and are to be marked accordingly, both in the commencing and remaining Arrears ; Upon 


which Authority they are to be equally expunged in the Charge and Diſcharge of the next 
Abſtract.— It is alſo to be obſerved, that ſuch es, of which an Inſtance is here given on 


the HOPE FARM, being thus recorded, are eaſily to be recurred to, if, by any unexpected

The Cuaxor and DrscuARGE upon each Branch in this ABsTRACT, inſtead of being liable 
to Error from the Multiplicity of Columns therein, are ſtrictly ſecured, under this Form, from 


Miſtakes; In the EnTxy Boox, which contains only the Charge and Diſcharge of the 
STEWARD for what he therein inſerts to have been reccived and paid by himſelf, the Rent 


due from any Tenant for a Year, or Half a Year, may be eaſily ſu „and yet the 
Debtor and Creditor Sides exactly balance each other. Thus the Receipt from 


John Thomſon, on the Lee Farm, for Half a Year's Rent, due at Lady-Day 1758, 
might be inſerted in the EnTxy Book, as due at Michaelmas 1758, and the ſucceedin 
Receipts for Rent might continue to proceed from this laſt Date ; In which Caſe, it is 
evident that Half a Year's Rent upon this Farm, would be ſupprefled ; And yet the Arti- 
cles of Charge and Diſcharge in the EnTay Book equating each other, and the Steward's 


Balance being aſſigned correſpondent thereto, the Error would not from thence be liable to 


Detection; Whereas, in the ABsTRACT, this Half Year's Rent, not appearin g in the groſs

| Receipt, and remaining Arrear from ſuch Stock, be added to the groſs Receipt, and remaining 


Arrear, before ſubſiſting, on the other Side; In which Caſe the Equality being till preſerved, we 
ſhall have the commencing Arrears, additional Stock, and groſs Incoine, equate the augmented 


groſs Receipt and remaining Arrears; And by Tranſpoſition, the commencing Arrears and 


additional Stock, after Deduction of the remaining Arrears, equate the groſs Receipt, after 
Deduction of the groſs Income; And, vice verſd,—That is, the Difference between the groſs 
Receipt and groſs Income equates the Difference between the commencing Arrears (including the 
additional Stock) and the remaining Arrears. Q. E. D. 


The conſtant-Egquality thus demonſtrated to ſubſiſt between the Differences before-mentioned, 


in an ABSTRACT duly adjuſted, happily affords a new cheque upon all the Articles on each 
Side, and confirms their Rectitude. | 


Increaſe 
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Inucreaſe or Decreaſe of commencing Arrears, is liable to happen in Branches of caſual Pro- 
duce ;—For it is to be obſerved, that in Branches of fixed Rent, their commencing Arrears, as 
well as their Incomes in the Period, are of fixed Value, and not ſubject to any Fluctuation in 
their Amount. — And in Branches of caſual Produce alſo, where their commencing Arrears,

Under this Method of re#ifying the Balance on ſuch commencing Arrears of fluctuatin 
Price, it becomes eaſy to inſert, in the ſame uniform Manner, Branches both of fixed and 
caſual Produce, during any Period ; Inſtead of requiring for this Purpoſe a Diverſity of Co- 
lumns, which hath been uſually thought neceſſary for duly containing ſuch different Branches ;— 


And, at the ſame Time, by this Method, an uſeful View is continually given of the progreſſive 
Variation of the Prices on ſuch fluctuating Articles. | 


The Method of keeping the Accounts of a landed Eſtate, according to the foregoing EnTRY 
Book, and ABSTRACT, is not confined to STEWARDs, but equally adapted to LanDLorDs, who 
ſhall themſelves receive their Rents from their Tenants.— In which Caſe the STEwarn's laſt 


Balance would ceaſe in the ExTRy Book ; And the Payments to the LANpDTOoRD, together with 


the STEwaRD's preſent Balance, would loſe their Name, and Jointly become the net Receipt ; 
Whereby the ENTRY Book would be rendered more ſuccinct. | 


It may further be obſerved, that the /implef# Caſe of landed Accounts, is that wherein the 
Receipts and Disburſments are all made by the LAxpTORD⁰ himſelf, and where every Branch 
yields a clear net Receipt.

The Caſe of an Eſtate managed by a STEWARD, as hath been already obſerved, is more com- 
plicate ; Becauſe the Employment of a STEWARD introduces a double Account, both for Pay- 
ments made by the TENA NTS to the STEWARD, and by the STEwaRD to the LandLorD.—.

| tionally allotted to each Branch, if the LAN pTORD ſhall think ſuch Accuracy neceſſary. But 


it is ſhorter, and will fave much Computation, to inſert ſuch Articles amongſt the Disburſ- 
ments for the Mans10n-Hovuse, as is here done, or for any principal Branch of the Eſtate.
